The clay with which it was 
made was impure, often containing 
sand, pebbles and bits of shell.

was of simple form, and 
had no 
handles of any sort. 
Little knobs were later added at 
either side to aid one in holding the 
\ essel. 
in time, holes were made in 
the knobs so a finger could be pass­ 
ed through. 
Still later, a hole big enough for 
the whole hand was provided. 
This 
meant the invention of a handle. 
At first no one thought of trying to 
make 
the 
pottery 
beautiful. 
The 
only desire was to make it useful. 
Human beings» however, 
ha\e a 
love of beauty always locked inside 
themselves. In due course, the clav 
dishes were decorated. Zigzag mark» 
were among the first made on the 
clay before it was baked over a bon­ 
fire. Dots, dashes, squares, triangles 
and circular lines were also made. 
By this time, handles for axes and 
hammers had

The 
stone heads were sometimes bound 
to the hand*es with strips of animal 
skin or with rope. 
In other cases, a 


hollow was cut in one end of the 
handle .and the ax-head or hammer 
head was placed in the hollow.

Lane Poor, professor of celestial me­ 
chanics at Columbia University yes­ 
terday took issue 
with Professor 
Thomas Jefferson Jackson Lee, gov­ 
ernment astronomer at Mare Island, 
California who recently claimed

have discovered the secret of gravi­ 
tation. 
If reports of Prof. 
See’s address 
were correct said Prof. Poor, it was 
authoritatively stated by Laplace 120 
years ago that See was exactly one 
million times out of the way. 
“I know nothing whatever about 
the cause of gravitation,” Prof. Poor 
asserted, “nor, so far as 1 am aware, 
does any one else.

says that gravitation is propagated 
across space with

velocity of 
light, then It is almost certain that 
his ¿theories are wrong. 
Many years 
ago i‘ was proved that gravitation is 
practically instantenous in its action, 
and that if it . is propagated across
